Although others at Democratic state 
headijuarters concede that the legisla- 
ture will be Republican on a close ma- 
jority of one or more, Chairman Mc-

Trenton. Nov. 4.— The New Jersey

AERON AUT DR OWNED 

Stewart Toiibc FInda a M'atery Grare In 
Lake Mlohlgan at Chicago. 
CHlCACiO, Nov. 4.— Aeronaut Stewart 
Young was drowned in Lake Michigan 
at the foot of Monroe street yesterday 
afternoon while attempting todeaoend 
from his balloon in a paraohnta. Thou- 
sands of psraona witaMsad tha tod- 
dent. 

Young ascended from the Winter 
circus at Hubbard Court and Wabatih 
avenue. A brisk wind was blowing 
and the airship qniokly veered to the 
east. Immediately over Lake Front 
park Young was seen to loosen his para- 
chute and make ready to desert the 
balloon. Evidently something went 
wrong for the aeronaut failed to drop 
and the balloon, suddenly exploding, 
fell into the lake. Young was seen to 
straggle violentlv to free himself and 
then sink. The litesaving crew dragged 
the lake for the body, but were unable 
to bring it up. 

Dollrr Exploniun. 

Vancouver, B. C , Nov. 4.— A terri- 
ble boiler explosion occurred yesterday 
afternoon at the Royal City mills, three 
men being injured, O. BoaUy, Charles 
Phillips and a youth named Forbes.

The big smokestadc fell on the black- 
smith shop, in which were seven men, 
but all escaped uninjured, although the 
shop was wrecked.

OsoitnsTOWN, 0.,Nov. 4.— Yesterday 

morning between 12 and 1 o'clock ,Tohn 
H. Markley, judge of the common pleas 
court of Brown and Clermont counties, 
was shot by John Davis, colored. 

The bullet struck Markley's forehead 
and split, part of it entering tha skull 
and the other part glancing olT. 

Judge Markley and Editor J. W. 
Eylar were standing on the corner of 
Main and Market streets, liaving 
stopped there before parting for their 
homes for the night, when they were 
accosted by Davis, who began trdking 
to .ludgo Markli y in reference to his 
(Davis') breaking into a store of James 
Markley a brother of tlif judge, with 
which lie was acc used with .hree other 
negroes, but was not convicted. 

Judge Markley talked kindly to the 
fellow until Davis became boisterous, 
when Kditor Eylar said to Judge Mark- 
ley : "There is no n o talldng any 
longer over the affair." and, bidding 
tiie judwe good night, they both started 
home, l hey had gone only a few steps 
when Davis e:ille(l to the judge again, 
and as the judge turned around, the 
shot was fired. 

It is beUeved Judge Markley will die. 

Davis fled, but was captured by the 
authorities about five miles south of 
this place in a deep hollow of a woods 
on the farm of Ves Utter. Deputy 
Sheriff Jacob Campbell made the cap- 
ture, and started immediately for Ba- 
tavia, where Davis will ba placed in 
jail. 

Should Davis have been brouglit here 
he would undoubtedly have been 
lynched. 

ATTEMPTED ASS ASSINATION. 

A DIseharaed ChHrdeaer aboets Mrs, Henry 
and Then KUU Hlmielf. 

CiNClSMATI. 'Nov 4 —A cowardly at- 
tempt to assassinate Mrs John Henry, 
a wealtliy and prominent woman, at 
her home in Clifton was made yester- 
day morning by Lindsay Neighbert. a 
gardener, whom she had recently dis- 
charged Widle Mrs. Henry was at 
breakfast alone, Neighbert suddenly en- 
tered the room and began tiring. 

A servant came to her assistance, and 
seized the assassin, after he liad fired 
two sluits. Irhe maiiagi il tn (,'et him 
out of the room, and he Med to the 
woods, where an hour or two later he 
was found dead, with a bullet through 
his head. 

Mrs. Henry's life was saved by the 
bravery of Delsine Barrett, who octu 
ally overpowered Neighbert Her 
wounds are in the arm and ara not re 

garded as serious. 

Neighbert had been suspected of theft 
and was discharged last week, the day 
afttT the marriage of Miss Henry to E. 
O. McCormick of the Big Four, because 
a number of articles were missing at 
that time. He was .",0 years old.

DEATH OF AN EX -SENATOR. 

Qeneral Thnmai I. ClInKin^in Knd* Hli 
Day* In an Insane Anylnm. 

R.\i,Ki{iH, Nov. 4.— (ieuonal Thomas 
L Clingman, ex-United States senator, 
died in the Movganton insane asylum at 
1 p. m. yesterday. Aged, poor and infirm, 
the state gave him a home there. Gen- 
eral Clingman was born in Yadkin 
c'ounty in 1816, elected a Whig member 
of the legislature in 1885 from Surry, 
and a state senator in 1836 from Ashe- 
villa; became a leader of the Whig 
party and was a member of congress 
from 1848 to 18S8. azoepting thaTwan- 
ty-ninth congress. 

In 1858 he was appointed to the 
United States senate to fill the vacancy 
canned by the resignation of Asa Briggs 
and was ra-elected. His speech on 
OUy's defeat led to a duel withWllUam 
Yanoy of Alabama. 

At the outbreak of tha oiTilwarhe 
entered the Confederate army as col- 
onel of the Twenty- fifth North Carolina 
regiment and soon became brigadier 
general and was wounded at Cdd Har- 
bor and Patersbnrg. 

He served as deleoate to the national 
Democratic eonvannoo 1865, but has 
avoided politics since. He was never 
married.

Stop FllllinsterInK — General Ulaobo 

More Clearljr Deflnee Hit Onbnn Policy. 

■x«aiialster Tajrlor Creates a Sematloa. 

Danntlees Heard From. 

M.\i)i!ii>, Nov. 4.— Marshal Rlanco, 
the new captain general of Cuba, has 
sent a cable message to the Spanish 
government saying he has formed a fa- 
vorable opinion regarding the prospects 
for the pacification of Cuba. 

A semi-official note has just been cir- 
culated giving a more ex.ict definition 
of the Spanish note in rejjly to the com- 
munication of the United States on the 
subject of Cuba than has hitherto been 
published. 

The first part of tha reply is a para- 

Shrase of the latest note A the United 
tates. It concludes with the assur- 
ance that Spain is animated by the 
same friendly feeling as expressed in 
behalf of the United States. 

The second part of the reply goes into 
elaborate details concerning the various 
filibustering expeditions. Spain, in 
concluding that fiortion of her reply to 
the United States, expresses the hope 
that this phase of the situation will be 
changed and that the United States 
will try to "prevent farther violations 
of international law." 

Replying to the oflfor of mediation 
made by the United .States. Spain says 
she hopes the United States will act 
"loyally and correctly in helpinir Spain 
to pacify Cuba, especially in view of 
the fact that such an extended form of 
autonomist government is about to be 
sincerely granted." 

The general feeling hero is more 
hopeful of a p aceful outcome of th<' 
situation, especially since Mar>!ial 
I'laiicn s arrival at Havana, and it is 
believed his presence will greatly furth- 
er the solving of the Cuban problem. 

At the same time it is pointed oat 
that the submissinn of tlie insurgents 
can not be expected. "Unless they 
are entirely abandoned by the United 
States." 

SPANIARDS ANNOYED. 

Ex>aiialst r Taylor Writes a Sensattoual 
Article For the Frese. 

New York, Nov. 4.— A special to The 
World from Madrid says: Something 

of a sensation has been caused by tele- 
grams from Amcr.ca epitomizing an 
article on Cuba written for an Ameri- 
can magazine by former Minister Tay- 
lor. The Spaniards are particularly 
annoyed because Mr. Taylor has ob- 
tained from their own contemporary 
data in the doily press and from ntter> 
ances of their statesman all Ins infor- 
mation about lack of honesty in the 
elections and in the parliamantaiy gov- 
ernment and about notoriona abases in 
their home administration even at the 
capital.

A N«p»'4 Col4-BlMded Deed at fleorge- 
^m, Q,-His Victiii ntMj 
Hurt. 

Gkoroetown, O., November 3.— Com- 
moa Pleaa Judge John M. Markley woa 
■hot and dangorooaly wounded by John 
Davis, a worthleBS negro, ehortly after l2 
o'clock last night. In company with 
£dit()r J. W. Eylar, Jodge Marklsy ma 
BtandinK at the comer of Main and 
Market streets, when Davis came up 
and began talking to the Judj^e about 
a cMe in which he, Davia, was charged 
with burglary, bat was not convicted, 
owing to the death of the nriiiciDal wit- 
UMS. Judge Markley talked to him for 
■ )me time, bat finally Editor Eylar aaid 
there was no use to talk all night, and 
bidding the Judge good night, the two 
lepanitad and started for home. When 
but a few steps away Davis called to the 
Judge, and as he turned uround fired, the 
ballet striking Markley in tlie forehead, 
a little to the right of the center, passing 
through the skull. The Judge was con- 
veyed to a hotel and Drs. Mnrkley, Oa- 
born and Mitchell summoned. Drs. J. 

and Alex. Wylie, of Ripley, were also 
■nmmoned and the ball removed after a 
oonsaltation of the physicians present. 
The ball was talwn out in foar pieces, 
together with many small pieces of bone. 
The wonnd is a very dangeroos one and 
there is bat one chanoe in a hnndred of 
Judge Markley's recovery. The weapon 
used was a JJ calibre revolver, luid when 
Davis fired he was but a few feet away 
from Judste.
